Jerinain  Book  -  Jordan  Addenda  -  1906 

FRENCH  ANCESTRY  OF  THE  JERMAIN  ( JORDAN)  FAMILY 

Statement  translated  From  the  original  French  memoranda  and  notes,  transcribed 
and  prepared  in  France,  from  authoritative  sources,  by  E.  Irenaeus  Stevenson,  1897- 
and  first  communicated  to  the  family  by  him. 


The  story  of  the  Jordans,  or  to  call  them  as  they  once  were  called  and  still  are 
called  in  France  "Jour dans"  and  " Jourdains, "  begins  in  the  antique  and  richly  his- 
,or  c  0  ^ity  oi  Toulouse,  the  Tolosa"  of  Roman  days  of  dominion  over  Gaul,  and 
later  the  capital  of  Languedoc.  Especially  as  an  independent  county,  often  at 
variance  with  the  sovereign,  practically  a  royal  territory  and  capital  by  itself, 
he  long  line  ot  the  Counts  of  Toulouse  is  as  romanic  a  chronicle  as  chivalry  af¬ 
fords.  The  active  part  taken  in  the  Crusades  by  the  Counts  of  Toulouse,  at  one 
period,  is  merely  a  single  chapter  of  their  bustling  history;  and  they  preserved 
their  autonomy  to  all  purposes,  until  a  late  date.

Count  Jourdan  de  Toulouse  (also  called  "Alphonse  Jourdan  de  Toulouse"  and  also 
lphonse  I  of  Toulouse"  was  of  Italian  descent,  more  remotely  connected  with  the 
Giordani.  He  was ^ in  power  in  Toulouse  in  1112,  or  among  the  latter  group  of 
Toulouse's  sovereigns;  and  succeeded  by  Raymonds  V,  VI,  and  VII,  and  to  adventurous 
oimon  de  Mont fort  (1212-18).  From  the  line  of  Court  Jourdan  de  Toulouse  was  de¬ 
scended  legitimately  a  branch  of  the  Jordan  blood.  This  branch  presently  trans- 
erre  itself  to  Vestern  France  and  to  the  Sea-coast.  And  thus  became  the  Jourdan 
family  -  at  some  date  probably  earlier  than  the  XIII  Century,  identified  with  the 
lty  of  La  nochelle,  then  a  thriving  and  precious  sea-port  and  center,  a  strongly 

Protestant  community,  and  destined  to  play  such  a  tragic  part  in  France's  religious 
wars .  0 


XIII  to  XV  Centuries 

In  the  year  1455,  we  find  the  Jourdans  fully  identified  with  the  city  of  La 
Rochelle.  Pierre  Jourdan  (whom  we  will  call  Pierre  Jourdain  1),  is  Mayor  of  La 
ochelle .  He  died,  sometime  after  the  year  named.  Vie  have  no  particulars  of  his 
marriage,  or  of  his  family,  but  there  must  have  been  a  large  descent  from  him. 

XVI  Century 

mnPw!>£e  J°urdan  2>  of  La  Rochelle,  is  a  co-elected  mayor  of  La  Rochelle,  in 
511-lo23.  He  was  known  as  the  lord  of  the  estate  of  Bonnomie.  He  married  a  lady 
of  La  Rochelle,  of  high  distinction,  named  Francoise  Nicolas.  Their  son  was  Pierre 
Jourdan  3,  who  will  be  presently  spoken  of  as  being  baptized,  adopting  the  Reformed 
lalth.  Up  to  that  time,  the  Jourdan  family  doubtless  had  been  Catholic. 

: Francois  Jourdan  (l)  of  this  same  generation  with  Pierre  (3)  also  was  of  La 
Rochelle.  He  married  Marguerite  Breton.  A  son  is  mentioned  as  theirs,  David  Jour¬ 
dain  (2)  who  was  baptized  into  the  Reformed  Church  in  1569.  The  two  men  were 
probably  cousins.  Other  descendants  of  their  father  Francois  not  stated. 

Contemporary  with  the  preceding,  was  Rene  Jourdan,  of  La  Rochelle,  in  1517.  A 
surgeon.  Ve  have  no  particulars  of  his  marriage,  or  children,  but  a  descendant  was 
another  David  Jourdan,  to  be  called  David  Jourdan  2;  who  was  a  "conseii lure  du  roy,' 

a  counseilor"  to  King  Louis  XV,  in  16.30,  and  died  at  Nantes,  in  August  1671,  as 
will  be  noted  later.  * 
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beating  and  abusing  some  almost  to  death  in  order  to  force  them  to  reveal  vhere  they 
might  have  hidden  or  buried  money  or  valuables.

There  is  nov  in  the  family  a  tea¬ 
kettle  taken  from  grand-mother  by  a  skinner  named  Sniffen,  After  the  war  he  be¬ 
came,  or  pretended  to  be,  religious,  and  brought  it  back. 

About  the  close  of  the  war,  1785,  Selah  Mosher,  the  father  of  Betty  Jordan  (as 
she  vas  most  always  called  at  this  time),  died,  and  she  and  her  son  vent  to  reside 
in  the  family  of  John  Griff en,  a  near  neighbor  who  had  known  her  from  childhood.  IB 
was  a  memt,er  01  a  Society  of  Quakers,  a  large  farmer,  and  also  kept  a  country  store. 
Her  son  James  grew  to  be  a  bright,  active  boy,  a  general  favorite  with  all  the 
family,  his  schoolmates  and  others,  familiarly  known  as  Betty's  little  Jim.  When 
the  country  became  settled  she  received  letters  from  the  brothers  in  Nova  Scotia, 
directed  to  John  Jordan,  they  thinking  that  he  still  lived  in  White  Plains.  She' 
could  only  write  them  the  way  in  which  he  left,  and  that  she  and  her  friends  sup¬ 
posed  that  he  must  be  dead,  or  she  would  have  heard  from  him  in  some  wav  before 
this  time. 

Uhen  the  new  government  was  firmly  established,  the  land  of  the  Jordans,  and  all 
other  reiugees,  was  confiscated.  Betty  Jordan  continued  to  live  with  her  kind 
friends  John  and  Esther  Griffin  -  helped  them  to  bring  up  their  family  of  children  - 
was  loved  a3  a  member  by  them  all,  and  she  and  her  son  were  treated  and  trusted  in 
every  way  as  members  of  the  family. 

Eleven  years  had  now  passed  since  the  disappearance  of  her  husband.  She  had 
about  given  up  all  hopes  of  ever  seeing  him  again,  and  mourned  him  as  one  dead. 

Still  whenever  she  heard  of  the  return  of  some  refugee  from  over  the  aea,  or  else¬ 
where,  it  caused  much  anxiety  of  mind,  and  hope  would  revive.  About  this  time  an 
incident  occurred  which  very  much  disturbed  the  quiet  of  her  life,  in  fact  always 
after  caused  her  to  think  he  was  still  living,  and  for  some  reason  purposely  absent¬ 
ing  himself  from  her.  It  happened  in  this  way.  I  will  relate  it  as  nearly  as  I 
can,  as  she  often  did  to  her  grand-children  when  they  could  gather  in  her  room,  and 
coax  "come  grand-mother,  tell  us  about  old  times,  about  the  war,  or  tell  us  some¬ 
thing  about  grand- father."  As  I  have  said  before,  John  Griffin  kept  a  country 
store.  The  storehouse  was  in  the  yard,  a  few  yards  from  the  dwelling  house.  Some 
thirty  years  ago,  when  I  was  there  last,  the  old  building  and  place  had  changed  but 
little.  Often  when  John  Griffen  was  away  from  home,  or  engaged  on  the  farm,  grand¬ 
mother  with  some  of  the  children  would  attend  the  store.  Even  in  these  days  they 
had  what  we  call  drummers,  or  commercial  travelers,  only  then  they  rode  on  horse¬ 
back  from  store  to  store,  with  their  samples  of  goods  in  sample -bags  behind,  and 
were  called  "bagmen."  One  day  when  so  in  charge,  she  sat  knitting  by  a  window  that 
overlooked  the  public  road,  an  open  shed  directly  opposite  in  which  her  son,  now 
about  ten  years  old,  and  some  of  the  other  children  were  at  play,  she  saw  a  man  ride 
leisurely  up  the  road,  stop  and  look  carefully  around,  and  seeing  the  children, 
turned  under  the  shed,  dismounted,  tied  his  horse  and  engaged  some  time  in  conver¬ 
sation  with  her  son,  (as  he  told  his  mother)  asked  many  questions,  and  soon  knew  all 
that  he  could  tell  about  himself  and  family.  Then,  with  saddle-bags  in  his  hands, he 
crossed  the  road  and  entered  the  store.  She  now  saw  a  black-whiskered  man  with  a 
fur  cap  pulled  well  down  over  his  forehead,  and  a  muffler  across  his  chin  which  he 
did  not  remove  while  there.  He  introduced  himself  as  a  salesman  from  a  New  York 
store,  and  wanted  to  show  his  goods.  She  told  him  he  need  not,  the  proprietor  vas 
away,  and  she  could  not  buy.  He  said  his  horse  wanted  a  rest,  and  he  would  like  to 
sit  by  the  fire  a  short  time,  and  it  would  not  be  any  trouble  to  show  her  his  sam¬ 
ples.  So  he  busied  himself  opening  his  bags,  all  the  time  asking  questions  about 
herself,  and  her  boy,  who  he  had  seen  outside,  and  the  family  she  lived  with.  She 
became  very  much  excited,  and  as  the  thoughts  of  her  lost  husband  were  always  first, 
as  she  expressed  it,  all  at  once  it  flashed  across  her  mind  it  must  be  him.  She 
rushed  out,  and  in  the  house  to  John  Griffen' s  wife  crying  "Esther,  Esther!  come  in 
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the  store,  I  think  my  husband  is  there.  I  think  John  has  come  back."  "1  hy," 

Esther  says,  "Betty  thee  dont  think  it  is  John,  does  thee?"  "Yes,  yes,  I  know  it 
is  John."  They  hurried  back  to  the  store.  She  told  him  she  believed  him  to  be  John 
Jordan.  He  denied  it,  said  she  was  mistaken.  At  last  to  prove  it  she  asked  him  if 
he  would  turn  down  the  stocking  from  his  right  leg  -  they  wore  short  clothes  and 
long  stockings  in  those  day3  -  and  if  he  was,  as  she  believed,  her  husband,  that 
Juut  below  the  knee  there  should  be  found  a  large  and  peculiar  birth-mark  in  the 
shape  of  a  strawberry:  and  if  it  was  not  there  she  would  be  satisfied.  But  he  re¬ 
fused  to  do  so  denying  that  he  was  the  man,  bid  them  good  day,  mounted  his  horse 
and  rode  away,  and  they  never  saw  him  more.  But  she  was  always  pretty  well  con¬ 
vinced  in  her  own  mind  that  it  was  her  husband  who  had  come  in  that  disguise  in 
order  to  see  his  abandoned  wife  and  child,  thinking  he  could  not  be  recognized  af¬ 
ter  so  long  a  time,  (it  seems  very  singular  but  is  nevertheless  true,  one  of  his 
groat - grand -children  has  the  same  birth-mark  on  the  same  place  today.) 


then  fourteen  years  old,  her  son  went  from  her  to  learn  a  trade,  that  of  spin¬ 
ning-wheel  maker,  with  a  Quaker  friend,  Richard  Underhill.  She  watched  carefully 
over  his  welfare,  often  riding  miles  on  horse-back  to  visit  him  and  give  him  good 
advice.  In  179&  James  Jordan  had  served  his  time,  seven  years,  at  his  trade, "was 
twenty-one  years  old;  was  engaged  to  be  married,  and  wa3  looking  around  for  a  place 
to  settle  himself  in  life. 


About  this  time  he  was  made  acquainted  with  facts  which  led  him  to  believe  that 
his  father  was  alive,  in  this  way.  John  Griff en,  as  I  have  said,  kept  a  store.  He 
also  bought  beef  and  pork  of  the  farmers,  and  packed  and  salted  it  in  barrels. 
Father,  now  at  home  for  a  time,  would  drive  the  team  with  loads  of  it  seven  miles 
to  the  village  and  harbor  of  Sawpits,  now  Port -Chester,  and  place  it  on  a  coastin'- 
vessel  to  go  east  for  a  market.  The  captain  of  this  vessel  was  an  oil  inhabitant" 
of  White  Plains  and  well  acquainted  with  the  circumstances  of  his  father's  going 
away  before  he  was  born.  The  captain  told  him  that  on  his  last  trip  he  had  sold  his 
cargo  at  Sag-Harbor,  a  town  on  the  east  end  of  Long  Island,  to  a  merchant  named  John 
Jermain,  who  furnished  supplies  for  whaling  vessels  fitted  out  at  that  port.  That 
m  conversation,  when  he  learned  the  captain  was  from  White  Plains,  he  had  asked 
many  questions  about  the  place,  of  the  people,  and  if  there  were  any  named  Jordan. 
His  looks,  similarity  of  names  and  other  little  things  noticed,  and  firmly  convinced 
the  captain  that  he  had  found  the  long  lost  John  Jordan.  He  offered  to  take  him 
thei e  on  his  next  trip,  and  introduce  them  to  each  other. 


James  Jordan,  with  the  consent  of  his  mother  and  on  the  advice  of  John  Griffen, 
concluded  to  accept  the  offer.  It  was  like  a  voyage  to  Liverpool  at  this  day.  He 
went  to  Sag-Harbor  to  John  Jermain1 s  store,  asked  for  a  private  interview,  told  who 
he  was,  of  his  mother  at  home,  and  that  they  all  believed  him- to  be  John  Jordan  of 
White  Plains,  for  twenty  one  years  given  up  as  dead,  and  his  own  father.  He  showed 
much  agitation  of  mind  during  the  recital,  and  for  sometime  did  not  reply,  but  after 
a  time  it  seemed  as  if  his  conscience  obliged  him  to  confess  that  he  was  the  man, 

and  to  give  a  short  account  of  his  life  since  he  went  away. 

He  said  upon  landing  upon  the  Island  he  had  thought  best  to  change  his  last  name 

for  a  time,  and  had  taken  that  of  Jermain  as  being  something  like  his  own.  He  had 

quite  a  large  sum  of  money  with  him,  and  the  first  year  of  his  enforced  actions  had 
been  spent  in  wandering  from  place  to  place,  waiting  until  it  would  be  safe  to  re¬ 
turn.  He  at  last  iound  himself  at  Sag-Harbor,  his  funds  running  low,  and  obtained 
a  situation  in  a  store,  and  being  young  and  fond  of  society,  had  formed  an  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  Margaret,  the  daughter  of  Silvanus  Pierson,  a  respectable  citizen 
of  that  place,  and  he  had  forgotten,  or  tried  to  forget  the  wife  he  left  behind  him, 
and  married  her  under  the  name  of  Jermain.  That  she  was  entirely  ignorant  of  the 
true  history  of  his  early  life,  entreated  him  not  to  let  it  be  know  to  her  now,  as 
so  many  years  had  passed  it  would  be  no  benefit  to  either  side  to  make  It  public. 
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Father  always  said,  in  telling  the  story  in  after  life,  that  he  could  not  tell  why 
unless  it  was  innate  feeling  of  kinship,  he  was  obliged  to  honor  the  man  he  had 

He,  at  this  time,  called 
eldest  son  Silvanus,  then  about  nineteen  years  old,  an’  assistant  in  the

T  Id  him  to  tell  his  mother  to  think  as  well  of  him  as  she  could;  gave  him  to  un¬ 
derstand  he  did  not  at  this  time  have  much  property  outside  of  his  business,  and 
presented  him  with  two  hundred  dollars  to  help  start  himself  in  life.  He  also 
told  him  that  when  he  was  able,  he  would  send  him  more,  and  at  his  death,  if  he 
leit  any  property,  he  should  share  with  his  other  children. 

James  Jordan  returned  home  and  related  all  he  had  seen  and  heard  to  hio  mother, 
n  her  friends.  She  listened  quietly,  and  vhon  others  expressed  loudly  their  in- 

S' hlS  =onduct>  sh®  was  willing  to  find  excuses  for  it  as  something  which 
under  the  circumstances  he  could  not  well  help.  And  she  never  in  after  life  liked 
to  hear  anything  said  against  him,  carefully  keeping  all  the  presents  and  mementoes 
he  had  given  her  in  a  saored  corner  in  the  old  chest  I  have  spoken  of,  and  never 
seemed  to  wish  to  remember  him  in  any  other  character  than  that  in  which  he  left 
her,  the  young  lover  and  husband  of  those  few  months  of  her  early  youth. 

On  the  26th  of  March,  1799,  James  Jordan  was  married  to  Hannah,  daughter  of 
Daniel  Carpenter,  of  White  Plains,  and  Leah  Daily  of  Somerstovn.  They  were  all 
members  oi  the  Friends  Society.  Mother  was  one  of  a  family  of  twelve  children 
_ree  brothers  and  nine  sisters.  On  her  marriage  day  she  was  a  nice  pretty  girl  of 
eighteen,  dressed  in  a  neat  plain  quaker  costume  of  that  day.  Father  was  twenty - 
one  and  wore  a  three-cornered  hat,  broad  skirted  coat,  short  clothes  with  silver 
buckies  at  the  knee,  low  silver  buckled  shoes,  and  long  stockings,  his  hair  in  a 
queue  behind,  tied  with  a  white  ribbon.  They,  with  a  party  of  young  friends,  on 

horseback  rode  seven  miles  to  the  meeting-house,  and  were  married  in  the  quaker 
i orm  oi  that  time .  ^ 


In  a  lew  days  after,  he  removed  with  his  wife  and  mother  to  a  farm  of  about 
thirty  acres  he  had  purchased  sometime  before,  situated  on  the  Hudcon  river  near

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educate  and  settle  in  life,  and  had  not  much  property.  He  received  his  share,  and 

several  pieces  of  calico,  and  some  other  goods  from  the  store  as  a  present  for  his 
wife  and  mother. 


Elizabeth  Jordan,  better  known  as  Aunt  Betty,  and  loved  by  all,  lived  until  the 
summer,  I036.  I  stood  by  her  death-bed.  Hannah  Jordan,  as  good  and  kind  a  mother 
as  children  even  had,  died  in  1846.  -  In  1856,  James  Jordan,  then  living,  at  my 

house,  was  visited  by  two  grand-sons  of  his  uncle  Francis  from  Nova  Scotia.  They 
were  fine  looking  intelligent  young  men.  They  related  to  us  all  they  had  heard 
from  their  grand-father  in  regard  to  breaking  up  of  the  Jordan  family  in  the  time 
of  the  Revolution,  and  in  substance  as  I  have  written.  The  descendants  of  Francis 
and  his  brother  James  are  many  at  the  present  time  in  Nova  Scotia,  New  Brunswick 
and  the  New  England  states.  ’ 


James  Jordan  was  a  minister  in  the  Friends  Society  for  more  than  sixty  years, 
preaching  in  public  meeting  on  his  ninety-first,  birthday.  He  died  at  my  house  in 
lei (3,  age  ninety-seven  years,  leaving  an  unblemished  name  ao  a  good  citizen,  a  kind 
ather,  and  sincere  Christian,  called  upon  for  years  by  all  that  needed  help  and 
comfort  in  times  of  affliction.  He  was  the  father  of  eleven  children,  ten  of  them 
living  to  have  families  of  their  own.  I  will  give  their  names  in  order  of  their 
irth:-  Eliza,  John,  Edmund,  James,  Allen,  Harriet,  Richard,  Jane,  Mary,  Hannah  and 
Alanson.  All  but  three  attained  the  age  of  over  three  score  and  ten.  Eliza  lived 
ninety-one,  and  there  are  three  yet  living.  The  Old  Homestead  bought  in 
1799  is  yet  owned  and  occupied  by  a  member  of  the  family. 


The  grand-children  and  great -grand-children  of  James  Jordan  are  scattered  about 
from  Cape  Cod  to  Kansas,  California,  and  South  America. 

The  Jermains  of  Long  Island  have  been  a  remarkable  family  for  enterprise,  in- 
telligency,  success  in  life,  and  for  the  longevity  of  its  members,  most  of  them 
living  beyond  four-score;  and  the  descendants  of  the  daughters,  the  Prime's,  the 
Porter's,  the  Spooner's,  the  Slocum's,  distinguished  in  almost  every  walk  of  life 
as  clergymen,  educators,  editors  and  authors.  Who  that  ever  reads  literary  books 
or  papers  is  not  familiar  with  the  names  of  Irenaeus,  Edward  and  VTilliam  C.  Prime. 
Silvanus  P.  Jermain  died  in  Albany  in  1869,  leaving  a  large  fortune.  A  son,  James 
Jermain,  a  gentleman  of  high  culture  and  great  wealth,  is,  I  think,  living  there 
at  this  time.  He  has  used  some  of  his  large  means  much  to  the  credit  of  his  head 
and  heart  by  endowing  churches  and  hospitals.

Volume  II.  -  JORDAN- JERMAIN 

Volume  II.  The  Records  in  the  Second  Volume,  beginning  with  John  Jordan,  1?29, 
are  brought  down  to  include  the  family  of  Major  John  Jermain  (formerly  Jordan), 
father  of  Mrs.  Caroline  (Jermain)  Porter,  and  his  children’s  children,  being  the 
Fifth  generation  of  John  Jordan,  and  the  Fourth  generation  of  Major  John  Jermain: - 
and  in  the  Jordan-Addenda,  the  Fourth  generation  of  James,  Francis  and  Gilbert 
Jordan,  and  of  Sallie  (Jordan)  Marston;  so  far  as  the  information  can  be  obtained;

At  this  time,  1027,  only  the 
clergy  of  the  Church  oi  England,  the  Church  of  Scotland,  and  the  Roman  Catholic 
church,  could  solemnize,  and  none  of  these  resided  outside  of  the  City  of  Saint 
John,  and  no  he  was  called  upon  to  go  miles  from  his  home  to  perform  the  interest¬ 
ing  ceremony.

About  l8l4,  the  "Saint  Jolin  Savings  Bank"  wa3  organized 
by  a  few  leading  and  benevolent  men  of  the  City,  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  the 
working  classes  to  invest  what  they  could  spare  from  their  earnings,  by  depositing 
small  sums  in  ouch  an  Institution,  at  5^  interest.  The  person  In  charge  failing  in 
his  trust,  a  change  was  made  in  182 7,  vhen  Daniel  Jordan  (1st)  was  madu  Cashier, 

As  deposits  accumulated,  investments  were  made  by  the  President  and  Cashier,  in 
Provincial  and  Corporation  bonds,  at  an  advanced  rate  of  interest,  and,  at  the  end 
of  forty  years,  the  sum  of  Forty  thousand  dollars  had  accumulated,  over  and  above 
aBb  liabilities;  and  when  all  accounts  were  settled  at  the  time  of  taking  over  the 
Bank  by  the  Government,  when  the  Provinces  went  into  confederation,  there  was  this 
sum  unclaimed,  and  it  was  given  to  the  Saint  John  General  Public  Hospital.  The 
Dominion  Government,  however,  recognized  his  faithful  services  by  appointing  him 
the  First  Assistant  Receiver  General  for  this  branch,  and  his  brother,  Francis  G. 
Jordan  (who  wa3  an  Assistant  in  the  Bank) ,  the  First  Cashier;  thus  admitting  that 
they  were  the  right  men  to  fill  these  important  positions.

They  came  from  England  and  might  have  been  the  sons 
or  brothers  of  Theodore  Hall  of  Salem,  New  York,  1725.

John  Hall,  son  of  Richard,  born  at  Basking  Ridge,  New  Jersey,  December  6,  17J0, 
died  at  Geneva,  New  York,  December  4th,  1824.  Married  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  Moses 
Austin.  She  died  at  Geneva,  August  1824. 
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John  Hall  removed  to  Sunsbury,  Pa.  end  began  farming  before  the  Revolutionary 
*;  after  the  war  began  they  were  driven  away  by  the  Indians  and  took  refuge  in 
[usta,  Pa.  He  served  as  sergeant  during  the  war  and  when  peace  was  restored  he 
;urned  with  his  family  to  his  farm.  After  1810  he  removed  to  the  vicinity  of 
leva,  New  York. 

John  Hall  served  as  orderly  sergeant  and  ensign  under  Captain  John  Brady  in 
s  Pennsylvania  Militia  in  the  V.'ar  of  the  Revolution.  Certificate  of  service  from 
itodian  of  Public  Records,  Harrisburg,  Pa.,  shows  John  Hall  and  family  moved  to 
from  New  Jersey  some  years  previous  to  the  Revolutionary  War,  that  he  served 
•ing  the  war  wi  th  the  Pa.  Militia  and  continued  a  resident  of  Northumberland 
inty.  Pa.  History  of  Lycoming  County,  Pa.,  page  HI,  shows  that  John  Hall  served 
ler  Capt.  John  Brady  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolutionary  War  as  orderly  sergeant.

The  aged  are  passing  from  among  us. — 
We  have  recently  looked  our  last  upon  one 
who  sixty-seven  years  ago  came  hero  to 
reside.  Mr.  Hall,  whom  many  knew,  and 
all  esteemed,  was  born  in  177G,  just  ono 
month  after  the  Declaration  of  Indepen¬ 
dence.  His  early  life  was  spout  near  Will¬ 
iamsport,  Pa.,  and  in  1800  ho  settled  in 
Geneva.  This  was  tho  year  in  which  the 
Presbyterian  Church  here  was  organized.

Eight  children 
survive  him,  all  members  of  tho  same 
church,  of  whom  six  were  .present  at  his 
burial. 

During  the  last  few  years  of  his  life  he 
again  resided  in  Pennsylvania  in  the  fam¬ 
ily  of  his  eldest  sou,  John  B.  Hall,  a  prom¬ 
inent  member  and  Ruling  Elder  in  the  2d 
Pres.  Church  of  Williamsport.  There, 
after  a  brief  illness,  he  wasjcalled  to  hi3 
rest,  May  0th,  in  the  91st  year  of  his  age. 

But  his  sepulchre  is  with  us.  Hero, 
beneath  the  pulpit  where  so  often  lie  sat 
at  the  tablo  of  his  Lord,  wc  looked  upoi^ 
his  familiar  face  iu  his  last  peaceful  sleep.

The  death  of  Richard  Snowden,  taken  from  an  old  Annapolis  paper  the  first  month 
and  twenty- seventh  day  1763. 

"Yesterday  morning  died  at  his  seat  on  Patuxent  River  near  his  iron  works  in  the 
seventy-sixth  year  of  his  age,  the  venerable  Mr.  Ri chard  Snowden,  a  gentleman  uni¬ 
versally  and  deservedly  esteemed,  who  hrs  left  a  sorrowful  widow,  numerous  offspring, 
family  friends  and  acquaintances  to  lament  a  most  tender  husband,  indulgent  parent, 
kind  master  and  cheerful  and  agreeable  companion.  He  was  of  a  most  benevolent  and 
human  disposition,  remarkably  hospitable  to  strangers  as  well  as  his  intimate  acquaint¬ 
ances.  By  a  diligent  application  to  the  extensive  business  which  he  was  a  long  time 
engaged  in  he  acquired  an  affluent  fortune  with  a  fair,  unblemished  character,  and 
led  the  life  of  a  Christian  truly  worthy  of  imitation*  During  his  last  confinement 
which  was  long  and  tedious,  he  behaved  with  great  composure  and  resignation  to  the 
divine  will  and  met  the  King  of  Terror  with  the  utmost  serenity  and  fortitude  of  mind.

Those  who  favor  the  tradition  that  there 
were  four  brothers  of  the  first  generation 
aay  that  one  made  a  home  tn  Philadelphia. 
Perhaps  New  Jersey  was  the  home  of  an¬ 
other,  for  there  the  family  has  had  Its  rep¬ 
resentatives  since  before  the  Revolution, 
and  Jonathan  Snowden,  of  New  Jersey,  In 
1777  was  aid  to  General  Hand.

Samuel  Snowden,  born  In  1728,  son  of 
Richard  of  the  third  generation,  to  1774 
was  a  member  of  the  Prince  George  County 
Committee,  to  carry  Into  execution  the  as¬ 
sociation  of  the  Continental  Co nsYens  fu¬ 


riously  enough,  his  mother  sod  wife  nad 
the  same  name — Elizabeth  Thomas.  He 
married  the  daughter  of  Philip  and  Anne 
(Chew)  Thomas  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  had 
nine  children. 

Major  Thomas  Snowden  was  a  Captain 
to  the  Continental  army,  and  It  was  he 
who  entertained  Washington  at  h  s  home, 
Montpelier.  The  bed  In  which  General 
Washington  slept  is  still  preserved— a 
treasured  relic.  Major  Thomas  marritd 
Ann  Rtdgely.  His  son,  Richard,  married, 
first,  Eliza  Warfield,  and,  second,  his  de¬ 
ceased  wife’s  sister,  Louisa  Victoria.  Ann 
Louisa  Contee  was  his  daughter. 

The  name  Snoughden,  without  the  Chr's- 
tlan  name.  Is  one  of  the  hundred  or  more 
given  In  the  “List  6t  My  Acquaintances  In 
Boston."  The  list  was  made  '’by  Daniel 
Henshaw. 

“Snoughden  Is  a  man  of  very  good  char¬ 
acter,  and  mine  acquaintance.”  It  seems 
that  he  was  born  m  Boston  about  1702,  and 
become  a  boat  bulkier.  He  married  Eliza¬ 
beth  Belcher  Bass. 

This  list  makes  entertaining  reading,  nor 
example  "John  Traill,  a  noted  and  suc¬ 
cessful  merchant  and  mine  acquaintance;" 
“Captain  Pecher,  the  tallest  and  largest 
Sized  man  1  ever  saw  Of  fair  chai'acter,” 
Good,  had,  Indifferent— some  with  no  char¬ 
acter  at  all— were  these  neighbors  of  ifan- 
lel’s.  Another  reference  to  the  SnowtieiOs 
In  New  England  Is  the  record  of  the  met-* 
riage,  March  19.  1738.  of  William  Snowaetj 
and  Mehltable  Stearns,  both  of  Boston. 

The  Arms  blazoned  for  the  Maryland 
family,  which  Richard  Snowden  brought 
•with  him  to  America,  are:  Argent,  on  a 
fesse  azure  between  three  escallops  gulet 
three  mullets  azure,  pierced  of  the  field. 
Crest:  A  peacock  In  his  pride. 

No  motto  Is  given  with  this  coat-of-arms, 
although  one  Is  used  by  some  branches  of 
the  family.  It  Is  "Dum  splro  spero"— While 
I  breathe,  I  hope. 

For  the  family  of  London  the  fesse  In  th« 
coat-of-arms  Is  “wavy.”  The  name  In 
Burke’s  “Peerage”  Is  spelled  IndlfTerntly 
Snowden  or  Snowdon,  In  connection  with 
the  arms  herewith  Illustrated.  Fdr  the 
English  line  another  blazoning  also  if 
given.  It  is:  On  a  mountain  vert  a  horse 
courant,  bridled  sable. 

The  peacock  was  first  used  in  heraldry. 
It  Is  said,  on  account  of  Its  beauty  and 
pride  of  carriage.  It  is  the  bird  of  Juno, 
and  perhaps  It  was  the  charge  upon  the 
shield  of  some  favored  knight  at  a  tourney 
in  reference  to  his  'fnir  lady  Duiclnea  of 
Toboso,”  whose  baautv  ne  thought  over¬ 
shadowed  that  of  ether  dames.  An  Eng¬ 
lish  knight  sometimes  swore  ’bv  the  pe:t: 
cock.” 

This  bird,  with  oatspr-md  wings,  or  “in 
its  pride,”  is  the  lnslauia  of  the  .hlngHs.j 
Baronets  of  Strickland.  Manners  and  Tyreli; 
while  the  Irish  Earle  ornSefton  have  <t  nea-

%  mother,  Emily  Snowden  Porter,  was  born  Emily  Starrett.  Her  mother,  Amy 
Stout  Starrett,  died  at  her  birth(in  i860)  and  she  was  adopted  by  her  aunt  (her 
mother's  sister),  Mrs.  Abigail  Stout  Snowden,  then  living  in  Baltimore.  Her  father, 
Oeorge  Washington  Starrett,  also  died  while  she  was  quite  young. 

Tn,*mVhe£v.She  VaS  at>out  nlne>  the  family  moved  to  Washington,  D.  C.  where  her  uncle, 
Phillip  Thomas  Snowden,  was  employed  in  the  Treasury Department .  After  his  death, 

Emily  worked  in  the  Treasury  Department  and  the  aunt  took  in  one  or  two  boarders 
to  help  out  the  family  income. 

My  father,  Jermain  Gildersleeve  Porter,  at  this  time  came  to  Washington  to 
work  as  a  computer  in  the  United  States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey.  He  inquired  of 
his  superior,  Dr.  Schott,  the  director  of  the  Survey,  as  to  a  good  boarding  place 
and  Dr.  Schott,  remembering  his  daughter  Minnie's  friend  Emily  and  that  his  neigh¬ 
bors,  the  Snowdens,  wanted  a  boarder,  sent  him  there.

She  kaci  decidedly  artistic  instincts  and  would  probably  have  made  a  reputation 
if  she  had  concentrated  on  one  thing  and  secured  adequate  training  in  that  line.  As 
it  was,  she  dabbled  in  almost  every  branch  of  artistic  endeavor  and  succeeded  in 
getting  a  lot  of  fun  out  of  life  for  herself  and  in  adding  a  lot  to  the  happiness 
of  others.  In  music  she  played  beautifully  but  by  ear  only,  and  sang  the  same  way. 
In  painting  she  took  up  first  oils,  then  watercolors  and  finally  settled  down  to 
china  painting.  To  this  she  gave  really  serious  effort  and  did  some  excellent 
work.  Many  of  her  pieces  are  preserved  in  the  families  of  her  children  and  I  well 
remember  the  kilns,  the  first  kerosene-fired,  a  later  one  charcoal-fired,  in  which 
she  burned  the  products  of  her  work.

As  I  look  back  on  my  childhood,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  her  greatest  tal¬ 
ent  was  for  dramatics.

Later  on,  Emily  Porter  became  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Cincinnati  Women's 
Club,  served  on  its  board  of  directors, as  chairman  of  a  standing  committee  and  con¬ 
tributed  much  to  its  welfare.  In  the  latter  years  of  her  life  in  Cincinnati  she  had 
a  very  large  circle  of  friends  among  the  best  people  (from  the  standpoint  of  culture) 
of  the  city.  This  was  due  in  part  to  her  own  intellectual  and  social  gifts  and  in 
part  to  the  increasing  reputation  and  prestige  of  my  father,  who  in  his  latter 
years  was  the  senior  professor  at  the  University  of  Cincinnati  and  enjoyed  an  in¬ 
ternational  professional  reputation. 
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After  my  father's  death  in  1935,  mother  continued  to  live  in  Cincinnati  until

Letter  from  Emily  Snowden  Porter 
to  Jermain  Gildersleeve  Porter 


Sept.  13th  1 84 


My  Darling  Boy- 

I  have  not  time  to  write  much  of  a  letter  but  I  must  get  off  some  kind  of 
a  one  tonight.  It  is  a  real  cool  lovely  day,  fire  in  the  study.  Yesterday  we  went 
to  Geneva,  Father,  Mother,  the  children  and  myself.  The  aunties  were  glad  to  see 
us  and  we  had  a  delightful  visit.  Saw  Lulu  and  her  baby,  poor  little  thing,  I 
don't  believe  it  will  live. 


Me  left  at  6  o'clock  and  had  a  pleasant  ride  until  we  got  nearly  home, 
en  Jenny  got  skittish  and  after  jumping  around  awhile  upset  the  carriage  down  an 
em  ankment  2  or  3  feet  high.  The  carriage  turned  completely  over.  Father  got  out 
rom  under  a  wheel,  lifted  a  wheel  off  dear  little  Ruth  and  one  off  me.  No  one 
was  hurt  but  Mother  and  she  was  very  badly  cut  and  bruised  about  the  face. 

Ruth's  underlip  was  cut  a  little  and  she  had  a  bruise  or  two  on  her  face 
but  that  was  all.  How  she  ever  escaped  being  seriously  hurt' is  n  wonder.  The 
wheel  was  directly  on  her.  John  was  very  plucky,  he  cried  at  first  then  stopped 

and  began  to  pity  all  the  rest  of  us.  He  is  the  most  unselfish  child  I  ever  saw. 
Everyone  here  says  the  same. 


Father  WaS  bruised  a  little  and  I  have  a  few  scratches  and  bruises.  Mother 
had  the  very  worst  of  it.  Her  face  looks  awfully.  Me  all  crawled  on  the  top  of 
the  carriage  and  sat  while  Father  got  a  wagon. 

Jenny  stopped  just  as  soon  as  the  carriage  upset.  If  she  had  not,  I 
don  t  know  what  would  have  become  of  us  for  we  were  all  tangled  up  in  the  wheels. 
You  don’t  know,  darling,  how  thankful  I  feel  that  the  children  escaped  so.  I  don't 
feel  much  like  riding  again,  the  Doctoer  says  Mother's  hurts  are  not  serious  and 

she  will  get  up  all  right.  It  but  strengthens  my  fear  of  horses.  You  never  can 
tell  what  they'll  do. 

I  received  your  postal  this  morning.  Was  so  glad  to  get  it.  It  takes  so 
long  a  time  to  hear  from  C.  Dear  Jermie,  take  good  care  of  yourself  for  me.  I 

have  doubts  as  to  whether  you  can  read  this  at  all.  My  hand  shakes  for  I  am  ner¬ 
vous  today,  and  Ruth  and  John  are  tagging  on  my  skirts. 

How  I  want  you,  darling.  Don't  work  hard  and  have  as  good  a  time  as  you 
can.  Ruth  fusseB  and  I  must  stop.

"Edvard  Doty  and  Edward  Litster,  the  servants  of  Mr.  Hopkins.  Litster,  after  he 
was  at  liberty  went  to  Virginia  and  ther  dyed.  But  Edward  Doty  by  a  second  wife 
hath  7.  children  and  both  he  and  they  are  living. 

Edward  Doty  along  with  all  other  adult  male  members  of  the  Company  signed  the 
Mayflower  Compact.  He  was  invited  to  sign  this  compact  on  board  the  Mayflower  after 
its  arrival  in  Cape  Cod  Harbor  and  from  this  time  he  was  treated  to  all  intents  and 
purposes  as  one  of  the  company,  receiving  the  same  allotment  of  land  and  stores  as 
all  other  single  men.  From  this  it  would  seem  as  if  he  had  at  this  time  reached  his 
majority,  though  he  probably  still  owed  some  service  to  Stephen  Hopkins.  It  has  been 
assumed  however,  inasmuch  as  he  is  spoken  of  as  a  youth,  that  he  had  now  reached 
his  21st  year,  and  this  is  the  only  indication  that  we  have  of  the  date  of  his  birth. 

From  the  records  it  is  evident  that  Edward  Doty  was  an  impulsive  and.  hot  headed 
young  man.  Thatcher's  History  of  Plymouth  says: 

.  "C1"k'B  Island  (Plymouth  harbor)  received  its  name  from  Clark,  the  Master's  mate 

the  Mayfiover,  who  first  took  possession  of  it  Dec.  1,  1620.  There  is  a  tradition 
that  Edvard  Dotey,  a  young  man,  attempted  to  first  leap  on  the  island,  but  was  se- 
verely  checked  for  his  forwardness,  that  Clark  might  first  land  and  have  the  honor 
of  giving  hi3  name  to  the  island,  which  it  still  retains." 

« . Pr inc©s '  Chronological  History  of  New  England"  published  about  1712  gives  the 
following  incident  as  having  occurred  in  1621: 

The  second. offence  is  the  first  duel  fought  in  New  England,  upon  a  challenge  of 
single  combat  with  sword  and  dagger  between  Edvard  Doty  and  Edward  Leister,  servants 
of  Mr.  Hopkins,  both  being  wounded,  the  one  in  the  hand,  the  other  in  the  thigh,  they 
are  adjudged  by  the  whole  company  to  have  their  head  and  feet  tied  together,  and  so 
to  be  for  twenty-four  hours,  without  meat  or  drink;  which  is  begun  to  be  inflicted, 
but  within  an  hour,  because  of  their  great  pains,  at  their  own  and  their  master's 
humble  request,  upon  promise  of  better  carriage,  they  are  released  by  the  Governor." 

The  second  offence  this  is  called.  The  first  had  been  in  March  previous,  when 
John  Billington,  "who  came  on  board  at  London,"  was  charged  with  "contempt  of  the 
Captain' b  lawful  command  with  opprobrious  speeches."  He  was  adjudged  to  much  the 
same  punishment,  but  "craving  pardon  and  being  first  offence  he  is  forgiven." 

In  the  spring  of  1624-  the  people  requested  the  Governor  to  have  some  land  "by 
continuance  and  not  by  yearly  lot  as  before,"  which  request  was  granted,  and  to 
every  person  was  given  one  acre  of  land,  to  them  and  theirs,  as  near  the  to \m.  as 
might  be,  that  they  might  keep  close  together  for  greater  defence  and  safety,  and  no 
more  till  the  seven  years  expired  for  which  all  had  covenanted  together.  The  tract 
of  land  which  Edward  Doty  received  in  this  division  is  located  by  Mr.  William  T. 

Davis  in  his  "Ancient  Landmarks  of  Plymouth,"  pages  314-316,  as  having  been  located 
on  what  is  now  known  as  Watson's  Hill.  This  land,  at  his  death  and  the  division  of 
his  estate,  fell  to  his  son  Edvard  Doty,  who  was  drowned  in  Plymouth  harbor  1690. 
After  his  death  the  shares  of  the  other  children  were  bought  by  his  son-in-law, 
Justice  James  Warren,  from  whom  title  has  passed  to  its  present  owners.

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THE  FAXON  FAMILY

THOMAS  FAXON,1  ancestor  of  the  Faxon  Family  in  the  United  States,  born  in  England 
about  1601,  came  to  America  before  1647  with  his  wife,  Joane,  and  three  children.  The 
earliest  record  of  his  family  is  found  at  Dedham,  Mass.,  in  the  marriage  of  his 
daughter,  Joanna,  to  Anthony  Fisher,  Jr.,  Sept.  7,  1647.  His  wife,  Joane,  appears 

U?°I^the  records  ln  a  0ln8le  instance,  in  1 66),  in  giving  her  assent  to  a  deed  of  an 
eighth  part  of  Block  Island  conveyed  by  Thomas  Faxon  to  John  Vllliams  of  "Barnaby 
Streete  in  Southward  within  ye  suburbs  of  London."  The  date  of  her  acknowledgement 
Jhia  de0(i  is  June  ^63  (Suff.  Deeds,  4:54).  Her  name  seems  to  account  for  that 
°  j  Joanna*  The  record  of  her  death  is  not  found,  but  is  between  1663 

and  1670;  for  Thomas  was  married  Sept.  5,  1670  to  Mrs.  Sarah  Savill,  widow  of 

William  Savill.  (Braintree  Records.)  The  maiden  name  of  Mrs..Saville  is  supposed 
to  have  been  Jarmill. 

Unless  Thomas  accumulated  property  very  rapidly  after  his  arrival  in  America, 
he  must  have  possessed  a  competence • in  England,  and  must  have  brought  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  with  him.  H1b  first  purchase  of  land  was  made  May  14,  1656.  (Suff. 

Deeds  35:  184.)  The  deed  is  fully  published  in  the  Appendix  as  a  specimen  of  the 
mode  of  conveyancing,  and  as  describing  with  clearness  and  accuracy  the  land,  of 
which  a  part  is  even  now  called  the  "Faxon  Meadows."  To  the  present  time,  after 
many  divisions  and  subdivisions,  it  has  continued  in  part  in  the  family  possession, 
and  till  recently,  in  the  family  name.  The  boundaries  are  natural  and  imperishable, 
and  are  readily  found  as  we  follow  the  line  of  the  first  primitive  road  which  winds 
around  it.  It  appears  that  at  the  date  of  the  deed  Thomas  occupied  the  land  as  a 
enant  of  the  owner.  Rev.  Samuel  Haugjh  of  Reading.  This  tract  was  Bituated  in  the 
present  town  of  Braintree,  and  contained  450  acres,  according  to  the  deed;  but  there 
was  little  precision  in  giving  the  quantity  of  land  in  those  days,  and  it  must  have 
been  much  more.  The  location  of  it  is  fully  explained  in  the  article  on  that  sub¬ 
ject  and  in  the  map.  The  consideration  was  L270.  Here,  probably  assisted  by  his 
sons,  he  engaged  in  his  usual  occupation  of  farming  and  stock-raising.  His  means 
for  this  must  have  been  considerable,  and  the  amount  of  purchase  money,  L270,  was 
not  a  small  sum  for  the  times. 

The  papers  referred  to  In  the  Appendix  show  that  Thomas1  was  quite  extensively 
engaged  in  farming.  It  Is  evident  from  the  Inventory  of  the  estate  of  Thomas  that 
he  followed  the  same  occupation;  though  it  does  not  appear  that  he  owned  land  at 
the  time  of  his  decease.  That  they  were  agriculturists  in  good  circumstances  in 
England  Is  a  reasonable  conclusion. 

That  he  was  a  member  of  the  church  is  evident  from  the  fact  that  he  was  per¬ 
mitted  to  take  the  freeman’s  oath  in  May  6,  1657,  and  that  he  was  a  representative 
from  Braintree  in  1669.  For  either  event  church  membership  was,  by  the  laws  of  the 
colony,  essential.  (Mass.  Rec.  Vol.  IV.  Part  II.  p.  420;  also  Vol.  IV.  Part  I. 
p.  206).  His  emigration  from  England  was  probably  Induced  in  part  by  religious 
intolerance,  and  in  part  by  the  encroachments  of  taxation  and  oppression  in  the 
troubled  reign  of  King  Charles  I. 

If  the  record  of  Thomas  Faxorf  does  not  place  him  above  a  respectable  medio¬ 
crity  in  wealth  and  social  standing,  it  gives  him  a  life  without  reproach,  an  ability 
capable  of  success  in  worldly  affairs,  and  a  character  adapted  by  its  worth  and 
quality  to  secure  the  esteem  of  men.  He  died  Nov.  23,  1680.

Two  things  stand  out  pre-eminently  as  being  your  duty,  and  in  which  you  can  ren¬ 
der  especial  service  to  our  Nation  at  this  time.  The  first  one,  is  the  distribution 
of  the  principles  of  Food  Conservation.  We  are  sending  you  under  another  enclosure 
some  pamphlets,  which  you  are  Invited  to  read,  and  so  acquaint  yourself  with  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  this  Campaign.  In  this  country  we  postively  must  save  WHEAT,  SUGAR  and 
MEAT,  in  order  that  our  own  boys  In  the  fighting  line  and  our  Allies,  can  be  fed. 
These  pamphlets  will  be  mailed  to  you  from  time  to  time  and  we  should  be  very  glad 
to  send  you  additional  copies  which  you  can  distribute  to  members  of  your  congrega¬ 
tion  and  your  friends.  We  are  also  sending  you  some  food  posters,  which  we  should 
be  glad  to  have  you  put  up  in  your  church,  or  parish  building,  so  that  the  matter 
can  be  kept  continually  before  the  people. 

The  second  duty  is  that  to  prevent  profiteering  in  food  stuffs.  A  fair  and 
reasonable  price  scale  has  been  established  by  the  Food  Administration,  and  if  the 
storekeepers  in  your  community  are  not  fair  in  their  dealings  we  want  you  to  report 
the  name  and  address  to  us.  All  reports  will  be  investigated  direct  from  this  of¬ 
fice  and  the  names  of  the  complainants  will  not  be  disclosed  without  their  consent. 

We  may,  however,  ask  you  to  investigate  complaints  which  come  in  from  your  community. 


Remember  now  that  we  are  depending  on  you  to  keep  alive  the  spirit  of  Food  Con¬ 
servation  and  honest  dealing  in  food  stuffs  in  your  community.

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Problems  Of  Hagerstown 
Pointed  Out  By  Speaker 
To  Current  Events’  Club 


What's  the  matter  with  Hagers- 
own? 

Municipally  patriotic  citizens  would 
be  Inclined  to  shout,  like  a  group  of 
college  boys,  "Sho’s  all  right!” 

But  like  all  enthusiastic  college- 
yells,  that  would  be  hyperbole.  On 
tober  reflection,  Hagerstown  does 
kave  some  faults.  The  most  loyal  citi¬ 
zen  admits  It. 

Mrs.  J.  J,  Porter,  at  the  meeting  yes- 

,  terdoy  afternoon  of  the  Current 
Brents  Club,  pointed  out  some  of  the 
biggest  files  in  the  amber  of  Hagers¬ 
town’s  possible  perfection.  At  the 
same  time  she  gave  keen,  analytic 
muses,  and  practical  solutions. 

Hagerstown's  rapid  growth,  and  vir¬ 
tual  division  by  the  railroads  Into  two 
Boctlone  “Hagaerstown"  and  ‘‘West 
Hagerstown”  are  blamed  for  unsatis¬ 
factory  conditions. 

,  In  explaining  why  no  remedies  have 
been  advanced  satisfactorily,  no  cures 
effected,  Mrs.  Porter  touched  upon  a 
delicate  matter,  the  undercurrent  of 
dissension  between  the  "old  residents” 
and  the  "new  people.”  Glossed  over 
generally,  it  is.however,  common  know¬ 
ledge  that  these  who  have  been  born 
and  raised  In  Hagerstown  hold  a  re¬ 
sentful,  if  not  "hostile  attitude  at  times 
to  "these  new  people”  coming  into 
town.  This  sub-surtace  friction  is 
blamed  by  Mrs.  Porter  as  one  of  the 
reasons  for  lack  of  progress  in  keeping 
ing  with  Hagerstown’s  growth. 

Pure  Water  Needed 
First  among  the  problems  is  listed 
its  water  supply,  and  first  among  Its 
needs  Mrs.  Porter  puts  "an  adequate 
supply  of  pure  water.  After  that  come 
the  several  Items  wnlch  may  be  loose¬ 
ly  grouped  under  the  heading  "City 
Planning,"  This  Includes  zoning,  re¬ 
creation  centers,  street  paving  park¬ 
ing,  market  facilities,  abolishment  of 
'grade  crossings  and  eliminations  of 
slum  sections.  The  mlllc  supply  Is 
given  an  Important  place,  as  Is  also 
Improved  school  housing.  The  ap¬ 
pointment  of  a  woman  probation  of¬ 
ficer  for  the  Juvenile  Court  is  urged 
as  a  need  of  peramount  Importance, 

.  and  a  building  code  enforced  by  an  ef¬ 
ficient  building  Inspector  la  suggested 
as  a  method  of  removing  Hagerstown 
I  from  Its  undesirable  position  In  point 
1  of  fire  risk. 

There  are  five  basic  factors,  Mrs. 
Porter  said,  upon  which  depends  how 
well  the  responsibility  of  the  people 
to  the  people  Is  discharged:  first,  abi¬ 
lity  to  vision  what  Is  possible  In  a 
.  municipality  and  a  desire  to  have 
these  benefits:  second,  the  ability  to 
cooperate;  third,  the  ability  to  dele¬ 


gate  authority;  fourth,  the  ability  to 
select  right  representation;  fifth,  un¬ 
willingness  of  citizens  to  spend  their 
own  money  for  what  they  ought  to 
have. 

'Regarding  factor  one — vision  and 
desire,”  Mrs.  Porter  said,  “there  seems 
to  be  a  lack  of  constructive  interest 
In  public  affairs  among  the  mass  of 
the  citizens.  There  Is  criticism 
aplenty  but  much  of  It  does  not  turn 
toward  the  direction  of  our  second  fac¬ 
tor,  cooperation. 

Division  of  City  Hindrance 

“The  ability  to  co-operate  has  been 
retarded  by  several  conditions.  The 
livision  of  the  city  by  the  railroads 
into  two  distinct  sections  acts  as  a 
hindrance  to  unified  sentiment  on  pub¬ 
lic  questions. 

"Hagerstown’s  rapid  growth  during 
the  last  decade  and  a  half  has  also 
complicated  this  factor.  The  older 
element  Is  largely  of  Virginian  and 
Pennsylvania  Dutch  stock.  Both  are 
careful  and  conservative.  Much  of 
the  recent  influx  has  been  from  the 
South  and  Middle-West.  These  have 
been  quick  to  see  needs  and  Impati¬ 
ent  to  get  things  done. 

"Given  on  the  one  side  a  somewhat 
broader  vision  and  on  the  other  side 
a  tactful  consideration  and  patience, 
the  combination  of  forces  would  be 
Ideal. 

"Accepting  the  statement  of  one  in  a 
position  to  judge  1  must  say  that  the 
ideal  has  not  yet  been  reached.  There 
is  .nowever,  no  cause  for  discourage¬ 
ment  since  the  unifying  processed 
hare  not  as  yet  been  In  operation  for 
a  very  long  period. 

"The  ability  to  delegate  authority— 
to  hold  an  individual  or  a  group  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  carrying  out  of  those 
things  for  which  they  were  appointed 
and  to  give  them  full  credit  therefore 
— constitutes  our  third  difficult  factor. 

"The  old  adage  ‘too  many  cooks 
spoil  the  broth’  was  never  truer  than 
it  is  today  in  connection  with  muni¬ 
cipal  business.  This  is  not  relevng 
the.rank  and  fie  of  the  people  from  the 
duties  of  citizenship,  nor  is  it  depriv¬ 
ing  them  of  self-government.  Rather 
it  is  increasing  the  duty  and  respon¬ 
sibility  by  placing  upon  each  person 
the  obligation  to  choose  the  right 
representations. 

"This  brings  us  to  the  fourth  fac¬ 
tor  and  opens  various  avenues  of  dis¬ 
cussion.  But  whether  the  choice  is 
made  through  the  old  established 
method  of  electing  a  mayor  and  eoon- 
cll  or  by  the  more  recently  Introduced 
commission  or  city  manager  forms  of 
administration,  it  must  he  made  wise¬ 
ly.

"The  objection  Is  raised  that  It  13 
11c  office.  We  often  hear  it  said  about 
our  local  affairs.  Granting  that  the 
objection  Is  a  valid  one,  may  we  not 
look  for  the  reason  in  the  Inability  jy 
citizens  to  delegate  authority?  Would 
not  the  highest  type  of  business  man 
be  willing  to  undertake  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  city’s  business  if  he  could 

feel  that  he  had  the  same  sporting 
chance  to  make  a  success  of  It  that  he 
has  been  able  to  make  of  hls  own 
business?  The  cry  of.  demagogism 
has  been  heard  too  long  against  the 
honest  publle  official  who  Is  working 
unselfishly  to  help  hls  town.  It  has 
been  said  that  the  man  who  never 
makes  mistakes  never  makes  any¬ 
thing  else.  As  long  as  human  Judg¬ 
ment  1b  a  factor  to  be  reckoned  with 
we  cannot  hope  for  100  per  cent  admi¬ 
nistration.  In  some  people’s  minds  one 
mistake  looms  so  large  that  the  suc¬ 
cesses  are  blotted  out. 

"We  have  come  to  the  last,  the  fin¬ 
ancial  factor  of  our  problem.  This  fac¬ 
tor  of  financing  looms  large  for  the 
sad  truth  remains  that  these  various 
city  projects  require  money;  and  sad¬ 
der  still  the  fact  that  this  money  must 
come  from  the  reluctant  tax  payers' 
pocket;  and  saddest  of  all  to  relate  is 
the  fact  that  usually  those  who  com- 
plain  the  most  loudly  and  hence  should 
be  the  ffrst  to  further  any  construc¬ 
tive  effort  to  Improve  conditions,  are 
the  ones  to  raise  the  tax  rate  bugaboo. 

"Our  problems  are  not  incapable  of 
solution,"  Mrs.  Porter  concluded,  "the 
'needed  ability  and  interest  are  here, 
perhaps  somewhat  obscured  in  some 
caaea.  Our  baslo  problems  are  as  old 
as  Pericles  and  Themistocles,  and  we 
have  many  lesa  obstacles  and  many 
more  helps  than  our  respected  old 
Greek  statesmen.”
